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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been 
considered but are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Table 2 of the instant specification shows criticality of the recited range, it is noted that the 
examples given in Table 2 that do not show a synergistic effect are not comparable to the invention of Harada. In the Request for 
Reconsideration dated 3 March 2005, in the paragraph bridging pages 6 and 7, the applicant dislcoses that criticality depends on the 
combination of the SAP and the clay material. Harada dislcoses this combination. Harada further discloses a percentage of functional 
groups in the free acid form that is only 1% outside of the claimed range (i.e. 50% rather than 49%). Table 2 of the instant specification 
does not show such a small difference in the composition would produce such significantly different results as to make the instant 
invention non-obvious. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in view of Harada stands. 
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
